The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 9-1 1 does not involve an inventive step in the 
sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
independent claim 1 , and discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

A digital broadcasting system fortransrnitting and receiving, via a networ1<, a broadcast stream 
created from a broadcast source that includes image and audio data and is used for 
broadcasting (paragraph [0016]), said digital broadcasting system comprising: 
a coding unit operable to code a broadcast source depending on a characteristic of the 
broadcast source (implicit in paragraph [0025]); 

a synthesizing unit operable to generate data bursts (paragraph [001 8]); 

a multiplexing unit operable to create a broadcast stream by multiplexing the generated data 

bursts (paragraph [0020]); 

a transmitting unit operable to transmit the created broadcast stream to the network 
(paragraph [0020]); 

a receiving unit operable to receive the transmitted broadcast stream (paragraph [0021]); 
a decoding unit operable to extract, from the received broadcast stream, a code (implicit in 
paragraph [0032]); and 

a reproducing unit operable to reproduce the broadcast source using the extracted code 
(paragraph [0023]). 

The subject-matter of independent claim 1 therefore differs from this known system in that 
hierarchical coding is used. 
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The use of hierarchical coding in claim 1 of the present application cannot be considered as 
involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) t>ecause it is a ODatter of general practice to use 
hierarchical coding for providing enror resilience in video transport systems (see document D2, 
p. 978. right column. I. 46 to p. 979, left column, I. 6). 

The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the corresponding 
independent claims 9-1 1 , which therefore are also considered not inventive. 

Dependent claims 2-8 do not contain any features which, in combination with the features of 
claim 1 to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of inventive step, see 
documents D1 and D2 and the corresponding passages cited in the search report. 

. Document D1 discloses the additional features of claims 2 and 3 (paragraph [0022]), of claim 
4 (paragraphs [0017]-[0018)), of claim 5 (paragraph [0021 1) and of claim 6 (paragraph [0033]). 

Document D2 discloses the additional features of claims 7 and 8 (p. 979, left column, 1. 16- 
21). 
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
